strong.     This  was  how  the  White 
House    described    the    year    1971. 
The    prognosis    for    the    following 
year  was  much  the  same.    Radical 
changes    were    expected    for    the 
year  1972.     Changes  were  expect- 
ed around  the  city,  the  state,  the 
nation  and  even  the  world.     The 
same  statements  would   apply  to 
Thomas  Carr  Howe  High  School 
in  the  years  1971-72.    The  year  at 
Howe    has    been    a    succession    of 
changes.         New     students,     new 
teachers,    new    courses    and    new 
programs       have      changed       the 
school  and  its  curriculum.     Over 
1000  new   students   converged  on 
the  school  in  September.     Repre- 
senting       varied      socioeconomic 
backgrounds,     the    new    students 
brought    the   Howe   Population   to 
a  new  high  point.     In  accordance 
with  Federal  Judge  S.  Hugh  Dil- 
lon's  ruling   concerning   the   Indi- 
anapolis  Public   School's   integra- 
tion    situation,     several     teachers 
were     transferred     to     and     from 
Howe.

A  decrease  in  student  popula- 
tion during  the  second  semester 
caused  by  January  graduates, 
transfers  to  JEvening  School 
and  losses,  reduced  the  number 
of  teaching  assignments.  New 
work-study  programs  were  ad- 
ded in  the  business  and  health 
departments.  Students  held  jobs 
in  the  business  <>  community  half 
of  the.  school  day  and  spent 
the  other  half  in  classes.  A  city 
wide  emphasis  was  placed  on 
individual  reading  skills,  and 
Howe  adapted  its  reading  facili- 
ties accordingly.  Other  programs 
were  dropped  because  of  lack 
of  finances.  But  while  the  vis- 
ible changes  were  made,  the 
individual  changed,  too.  He 
changed  in  his  thinking,  his 
actions,  his  beliefs,  and  his  at- 
titudes towards  his  school  and 
towards  his  own  existence.

Location 


Several  new  academic  act- 
ivities were  initiated  during 
the  '71-'72  school  years  in- 
cluding the  Reading  Center, 
Health  Careers,  and  Distri- 
butive Education.  The  an- 
nual Mock  Election  was 
also  among  the  activities  of 
many  of  Howe's  upper- 
classmen.  An  extensive  read- 
ing   program    was    developed 


to  conform  with  a  city  wide 
emphasis  on  individual  stu- 
dent reading  abilities.  The 
Reading  Center,  formerly 
located  in  Room  244,  mo- 
ved into  larger  quarters  in 
Room  227.
